Speakers / Presentations: 
JULY'S EDUCATIONAL PRESENTATION

This 6-coins “Pirates of the Caribbean / Piratas del Caribe” series consists 

of coins each weighing 14.44gm and having a diameter of 30mm. The 

1995 series of 1 Peso coins is Captain Kidd (KM 476.1-476-3), Piet Heyn 

(KM 477.1-477.3), Mary Read (KM 475.1-475.3), Sir Henry Morgan (KM 

473.1-473.3), Anne Bonny (KM 474.1-474.3), and Blackbeard (KM 472.1- 

472.3). The reason there is 3 KM listings for each coin is the obverse 

types of each coin, is one is “Roman 1 in denomination, lower relief, more 

defined shield”; one is “Arabic 1 in denomination, higher relief shield”; “National arms within wreath, denomination below”. 
The coins were issued during the Cuba-Revolutionary State (1976-heden) era, with Head of State Fidel Castro van Cuba 
(1976-2008). Theme is Piraten, Coat of Arms, and the composition is Cupro-nickel. There were 25,000 of each coin minted. 
Grades MS6O sell for U.S. $12-15 each. The last couple of full unc sets sold at auction for about 118 Euros. 
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Joseph Hooper 


Monument Maker and Numismatist 


Did You Know... that Joseph Hooper of Port Hope, Ontario was one of several early Canadians who played a prominent role 
in the establishment of the American Numismatic Association? Hooper would eventually become the first Canadian 
President of the ANA in 1898. 


Joseph Hooper was born in Plymouth, England February 19, 1833. He moved with his family to the United States (Detroit) in 
1851 and a short time later settled in Port Hope, Ontario. Hooper operated a monument and stone business in Port Hope, 
Ontario for about 30 years. Many of the gravestones in the Port Hope cemetery were created by Hooper. 


Hooper sold his collection in New York City ( July 21-22 and October 6, 1892 ) through well known American coin dealer 
Edouard Frossard. 


In the ‘Numismatist’ of 1892 a fellow collector was noted as commenting; 


“ Mr. Hooper is the type of the true numismatist; one who loves the science for the 
science. His greatest delight is the study and arrangement of his fine cabinet of coins 
and medals, and he is ever anxious, that, that which gives him so much pleasure 
should be shared by others. He has given several highly successful numismatic 
exhibitions for charitable purposes, and does much to awaken an interest in the 
science with the young and old. Painstaking and methodical, he is filled to the brim 
with enthusiasm in the study.” 


Joseph Hooper was one of several early Canadians who played a prominent part in the establishment of the American 
Numismatic Association. Hooper was the first Vice-President (1891) before becoming the President of the ANA from 1898- 
1901. This was a very critical stage of the organizations development. Hooper wrote a continuing series in the 
‘Numismatist’ entitled “Numismatic Foundation Stones.” In 1892, through those pages, he suggested that the ANA should 
compile a listing of prices from various past auction sales so that values of coins in various condition could be determined. 
It was at this time Hooper also proposed an obverse and reverse design for an ANA medal. The obverse incorporated the 
legend ‘De Profundis’ (out of the greatest depth) under a volume titled Ancient History on which stood a lighted student’s 
lamp. This design was immediately embraced and is the ANA symbol in use today. 


Joseph Hooper retired from business around 1910 and moved to Rochester, N.Y. where he died in the spring of 1919 at the 
age of 86.

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An interesting memo from Pritchard and Andrews to Joseph Hooper certifying that all of the tokens struck for him are in fact 


in his hands. 


The need for this reassurance would likely be as a result of some Ottawa numismatists who were known to have ordered 
small numbers of off metal strikes of some of the tokens produced by Pritchard and Andrews for the purpose of ‘trading’ 
with other collectors. Hooper was keenly aware of this practice and as the letter would intimate wanted to be sure his token 


issue did not fall victim to this practice.

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National Lancers Medal 


This is an 1854 Boston Militia Unit “National Lancers” 
Silver Shooting Medal. Lancers were light cavalry that 
carried a nine-foot lance with a sharp finial designed to 
kill infantrymen. Lancers were the elite Polish and 
French cavalry who earned a reputation in Napoleon’s 
army as shock troops. The National Lancers was formed 
in 1836 to serve as the city cavalry of Boston. The unit 
has remained active until today, without interruption, to 
this day, having served in the Civil War (Companies C & D 
1st Mass. Cav.), as well as World Wars | and Il. This 1.7 
ounce medal is 2.5 inches by 2.75 inches high with scroll 
engraved suspension loop. The obverse displays a 3/8 
inch wide chained border of acanthus leaves, with the 
central theme of a mounted lancer wearing the unit’s 


distinctive uniform. Obverse: a scroll work riband at the top displays the unit’s motto, “Union Liberty and the Laws.” Re- 
verse: an identical border with the legend “National Lancers / Awarded to / for 2nd best Shot / at Target practice / Septem- 
ber 20th / 1854.” Beautiful medal with needle sharp details and fascinating engraving in the style of the early 19th century. 
This medal recently sold by an auction house, went for over $2,500 U.S.

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The Official Gaming Coins Of The World’s Great Casinos 


In the summer 2015 Colonial Acres Coins Auction (which ended 6 p.m. Sunday, July 
12) their was quite a battle for the green set of The Official Coins Of The World’s Great 
Casinos. Your Editor stopped bidding when they hit $400, the final hammer fell at 
$490. When these were promoted back in 1978, this advertisement appeared in many | THE OFFICIAL GAMING COINS 

world newspapers. It tells us the following: OF THE WORLD'S GREAT CASINOS 


The Casino at Baden-Baden, the San Remo in Italy, Crockford’s Club in London, 
Castle Harbour in Antigua, the Casino de Paradise in Nairobi, Caesars Palace in 
Las Vegas, the Casino aboard the luxury liner E Il — These are the great 
casinos of the world. Glistening palaces of fortune where millions are made — 
and lost — overnight. Exotic places of intrigue and romance where aristocrats 
and adventurers, moguls and movie stars, princes and potentates come to try 
their luck. Here, glamorous women bedecked in diamonds mingle with oil 
sheiks and professional gamblers — and hushed conversation in many 
languages provides a steady under-current to the clicking of dice and the |: = 
shuffling of playing cards. The most universally-recognized symbols of the world’s great casinos are the chips which 
they issue regularly for play at their tables. Not as well-known, however, are the precious metal gaming coins that 
casinos often use for private play. Such gaming coins are distinctive — because they bear unique designs that 
capture the special character and the ambience of the casinos they represent. The Franklin Mint, which is the 
world’s largest private mint, is now striking a number of privately-issued silver gaming coins for the world’s great 
casinos. These silver coins are struck in circulation quality for use by the casinos. In addition, an extremely limited 
number of Proofs are minted — for presentation by the casino to distinguished patrons. These individual Proofs are 
not circulated, and only a very limited number are ever minted for any one casino. Therefore, they are extremely 
difficult to come by.

Furthermore, the edge of 
each gaming coin will bear a unique reeding pattern, which will distinguish that casino’s gaming coin for security 
purposes. Although these sterling silver Proofs will be redeemable — at face value — at the casinos themselves, it is 
unlikely that anyone would ever want to redeem them. For they are likely to be far more desirable as collector’s 
treasures — possessing as they do both uniqueness and rarity. The issue price for each solid sterling silver Proof is 
just $35 — a rather modest premium for a limited editor Proof strike, over the average face value of $25. Anda 
custom designed presentation case will be provided at no added charge. These silver Proof gaming coins will be 
issued at the rate of one each month, and each will be accompanied by a specially-written commentary describing 
the casino it represents. And a Certificate of Authenticity, attesting to the official status of each gaming coin and its 
limited edition Proof status, will also be included. All subscriptions applications for The Official Gaming Coins of the 
World’s Great Casinos must be entered no later than October 31, 1978 — the world-wide deadline for this collection. 
After that date, these official gaming coins will never be offered again anywhere in the world. To subscribe, mail the 
application below directly to The Franklin Mint, Franklin Center, Pennsylvania, by October 31st. 


Now The Franklin Mint actually issued two series — the first in 1978 -1980 (green display case) and the second (red display 
case) in 1986—1988. The “red set” is much rarer than the “green set” which has a 2-star rarity. Individual tokens from 
these sets are also sometimes seen. Each sterling silver set (green or red) weighs a total of 17 ounces (bullion value about 
$500). Now on Monday, July 13 (day after the auction closed) silver was at an average of $24 an ounce. As each coin has a 
average face value equivalent to $25 U.S., then the set’s face value is $625 U.S. Now researching auction house catalogues 
and dealer sites, it appears the green site traditionally sells on market in a range of $550-800 U.S. and the red in a range of 
$850-1200 U.S. So it appears your Editor dropped out too soon, should have hung in there up to $625 (face value). 
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Now the rarer red set of 25 Sterling Silver Official Gaming Casino Coins Proof Set is a case measuring 13.5” x 11.25” x 2”. 

These coins took collectors 3 years to accumulate, and since each was $35 U.S., the total investment was $875 for the set. 

Same price for the green set, so it would appear that if you subscribed, you likely lost money when you eventually sold your 

set, and had to settle for face value, bullion or slightly over. So in Colonial’s auction the price was $490 (before buyer’s 

premium, taxes, and shipping), or 56% of the original subscription and 12% BELOW face value. Kind of like a lot of RCM | 
products, often unless it’s a rarer collectable, you can buy the products at shows for well below the mint’s original issue 
price. Your Editor has even purchased some $20 for $20 coins BELOW face value. 


Now the green set coins measure from 1.75” diameter (Caesars Palace, Baden-Baden, Crockford’s and Monte-Carlo) to | 
1.25” diameter for the smaller ones. The casinos featured along with the value on the coin:
